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Ten Cents 
McGovern Wins Primaries In 
California, 3 Other States

Sen. George McGovern cap­ 
tured the crucial California pri­ 
mary today to cap a four-pri­ 
mary sweep that takes him a 
long way toward winning the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Though the race turned out to 
be closer than expected, the 
South Dakota senator won a 
clear victory over Sen. Hubert 
M. Humphrey in their battle for 
California’s 271 delegates lo the 
D e r a o c r a t i c National Con­ 
vention, 
Along with victories in New 
Jersey, New Mexico and his na­ 
tive South Dakota, the triumph 
vaulted McGovern’s delegate 
total past the 900 mark in his 
drive to reach the 1.509 needed 
to capture his party's presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Humphrey, 
however, 
ap­ 
peared to have done well 
enough in California to stay in 
the race and encourage those 
Democratic party leaders and 
labor' chieftains who have been 
cool to the McGovern candida­ 
cy.

Mr. Rutledge, an industrial 
engineer with the Kroger Com­ 
pany for 41 years, was a former 
resident oí this city.

Even before it became clear 
that Humphrey’s margin in 
populous Los Angeles County 
would be insufficient to over­ 
come the hefty McGovern ma­ 
jorities in the northern part of 
the state and in San Diego, 
McGovern was claiming victory 
and saying it means he’ll win 
the Democratic nomination. 
With 94 per cent of the vote 
counted, McGovern had 45 per 
cent, Humphrey had 39 per 
cent. 
Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace, a write-in entry, ran 
third with five per cent, but his 
true total was unlikely to be 
known for several days. Six 
other candidates split the re­ 
maining ballots. 
The vote was McGovern 1,- 
451 848, 
Humphrey 
1,268,495, 
and Wallace 161,028. 
Before the California outcome 
was settled, McGovern had won 
the day’s three other primaries. 
He captured a solid majority 
of the 109 New Jersey dele­ 
gates, swept the 17 of his native 
South Dakota without opposi­ 
tion and took New Mexico’s 
first presidential primary in a 
tight race with Wallace that 
gave each nine delegates. 
California, however, was the 
big prize. Both McGovern and 
Humphrey had predicted the 
winner would capture the presi- 
d e n t i a 1 nomination though 
Humphrey modified that in re­ 
cent days as polls showed him 
far behind in the state. 
The California vote count was 
delayed when a federal judge 
in San Francisco ordered polls 
kept open an extra three hours 
to handle delays caused by an 
unusually long local ballot. Sec­ 
retary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. then ordered the 
statewide tally held up until 
San Francisco polls closed. 
A few votes were counted be­ 
fore Brown’s order was re­ 
ceived, mainly in the north 
where McGovern was running 
well, and then the tally stood 
still for more than two hours, 
until after 2 a.m. EDT. 
As the tally started to mount, 
McGovern told reporters, “I re­ 
alize there's nothing certain in 
politics, but I think these four 
victories probably set the stage 
for my victory in Miami 
Beach.’’

Rushville City Police Chief 
Robert M. Miller presented a 
proposal to purchase a new 
Communications Control Center 
to the City Council at its month­ 
ly meeting Tuesday. 
Chief Miller presented a lay­ 
out of the Communications cen­ 
ter designed by Motorola. The 
system has the capability of 
monitoring all outgoing and in­ 
coming telephone and radio 
calls and recording them on 
computerised tapes. There is al­ 
so a computer terminal with 
printout capacity for running re­ 
cord checks and getting com­ 
plete and accurate typewritten 
reports. 
“We have always had the pro­ 
blem of getting a quick and ic- 
curate report back wrhen we 
check a record.” Chief Miller 
said. “The department has to 
depend on the police radio right 
now, and sometimes it is diffi­ 
cult to get a clear transmission, 
or the caller will be covered 
over by another transmission, 
and it has to be repeated a 
number of times. With this new. 
system, any answer on a record 
check will be printed out in a 
matter of seconds, and will be 
permanent. We won’t have to 
worry if the radio operator got 
it right or heard it right.” 
The $20.000 system would be 
funded 75 per cent by the Cri­ 
minal Justice and 25 per cent 
by the city. 
A1 Merkel, representative of 
this area for Criminal Justice, 
took the floor at this time, ex­ 
plaining to the council the im­ 
portance of proposing in the bud­ 
get for these things which Cri­ 
minal Justice will be helping 
with on the funding.

to ask for from the Federal gov­ 
ernment.” Mr. Merkel said. “It 
would be too bad if your police 
department would want an item 
and find that they would have 
to wait a year because the funds 
have not been set aside in the 
yearly budget.” 
In his monthly report to the 
council, Chief Miller said the de­ 
partment had made 76 arrests, 
with 41 convictions, and 32 pend­ 
ing, and two turned over to 
juvenile authorities. 
Because toe City Attorney and 
Councilmen Herbert Caldwell 
and Charles Jones were not pre­ 
sent at the meeting, and due to 
the length of prior business, 
City Clerk Treasurer Otto Moore 
was unable to get consideration 
of proposed annual budget which 
he had prepared. A date of June 
13 was set for a special meeting 
for consideration of the budget. 
Al Zukunft. area extension 
agent, appeared before the coun­ 
cil and expressed concern in re­ 
gard to itinerant termite and 
rodent exterminators. He said 
he had repeatedly been called 
to come to the aid of someone 
who had been bilked, but usually 
after it was too late.

Judge Pile Seeks Help In 
“Half-Way” Youth Home

A proposal to establish an “in­ 
stitutionalized foster home” for 
pre-delinquent or mildly delin­ 
quent youth in Rush County was 
presented to the members of the 
Rushville Consolidated School 
Board by Rush Circuit Court 
Judge Richard Pile at their 
meeting Tuesday nigh I 
“I have a problem., and. I have 
a dream, and I have come to 
the school board for help," 
Judge Pile stated in reference 
to his visionary home which 
would house twelve to fifteen 
youngsters aged thirteen to sev­ 
enteen who are in need of dis­ 
cipline and counseling. 
The judge noted that “Rush 
County has its share of juven­ 
ile delinquents,” but he noted 
that their offenses could be of 
any degree, and that the major 
problems with these young of­ 
fenders are much different and 
much, less serious than are those 
of Juvenile offenders in larger 
cities. 
Judge Pile noted that many of 
toe problems of these youthful 
offenders are caused by “En­ 
vironment,” and he termed the 
need “critical and crucial” to 
take those children who are pre­ 
delinquent and get them out of 
their environment where they 
aren’t receiving proper parental 
support and control to an en­ 
vironment of discipline, encour­ 
agement, counseling and gui­ 
dance to persuade them to stay 
in school. He stressed that these 
mildly delinquent youths should 
not be thrown in with hard 
core juvenile delinquents. 
In reference to' discipline for 
these offenders, Judge Pile not­ 
ed that the alternatives are dras­ 
tic—“I can call them in and 
chew them out or give them a

Rush County 
Medical History 


In the absence of the presi­ 
dent, Gene Hodges, Dick Rehme 
program chairman, presided at 
the Tuesday noon meeting of Ro­ 
tary at the Durbin Hotel. 
Mr. Rehme introduced Mrs. 
Frank 
Green 
who 
discussed, 
“ 150 Years of Medicine in Rush 
County.” 
“ Rush County Medical Society 
was organized 
in 
1846 
three 
years before the American Med­ 
ical Association,” she said. Four 
physicians from Rush County 
have acted as president of the 
state society. 
Not only have local physicians 
held an outstanding record in or­ 
ganized medicine but they have 
been leaders in the community. 
Four of those chosen for cita­ 
tion on the Rush County Sesqui- 
centenmial Medallion were grad­ 
uate physicians. She gave this 
as reasons for writing the book­ 
let during the sesquicentennial 
year. 
‘Rush County and Rushville 
were named for a physician. A 
physician Dr. William Laugh- 
Lin gave the land for the town 
and surveyed the lots. Dr. Mar­ 
shall Sexton was the first male 
child born in the county. Dr. 
John Arnold and Dr. Jefferson 
Helm were civic leaders,” she 
pointed out. 
Many 
scientific 
discoveries 
have changed the course of med­ 
icine during the past 150 years. 
Illustrating her talk with photo­ 
graphs, she explained the pat­ 
tern of treatm ent used by the 
early pioneer physicians when 
bleeding, blistering, purging, an 
sweating were standard meth­ 
ods of treatm ent. 
The discovery of chloroform, 
in 1872, the perfection of micro­ 
scope providing proof that bac­ 
teria was the cause of disease, 
the introducátion of aseptic im ­ 
munization 
the t*se of public 
health 
medicine in the early 
1900’s, the discovery of X-Ray, 
and 
penicillin 
and 
antibiotics 
were some of the discoveries 
that changed the course of med­ 
icine. At the present time there 
is a. multiple and alm ost infinite 
increase in technical methods in 
the diagnosis and treatment of 
disease. 
She concluded her talk by ob­ 
serving that Rush County is now 
free of epidemics of malaria, 
cholera, typhoid, poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis, smallpox, and diph­ 
theria. 
“Rush County has one of the 
finest hospitals in eastern Indi­ 
ana,” she said. Live telephone 
conferences with teaching cen­ 
ters in Indianapolis are held by 
members of the medical society 
weekly. A TV cable entrance 
makes possible live TV when it 
becomes 
available 
from 
the 
Medical Center. Members of the 
local medical society continue to 
keep in touch with modern medi­ 
cal procedures and from time to 
time attend post graduate cours­ 
es at medical meetings.

If you missed the Alumni Banquet last 
Saturday night, you missed one of the 
nicest evenings of the year. Everything 
was 
perfect. 
The 
1972 
Distinguished 
Alumni award for 1972 went to Dr. Frank 
’• Evans, of Buffalo. The Club Service 
Award went to Virginia Haydon Osborn. 
Frances McCully presided graciously, 
the mike worked, the music by the Chap- 
par el Is was delightful, but the one who 
made it an evening to remember was 
Wallace Beer, class of 1922. From the 
time he started until he ended his talk, 
the audience was in the palm of his hand, 
laughing with him. reminiscing, and 
looking back to the days when there was 
intense school spirit, and the band and 
; the debate team was as much a part of 
the agenda as the athletic team. 
‘ 
Starting his talk by saying that the 
town awaited 100 years for that class of 
1922 to get their diplomas, he observed 
that they were the smartest, the most 
ingenious, had the most fun; and he 
went on to prove it, 
The class of 1922 was the class that 
originated the Holcad, the school year­ 
book. Their year dated it Volume I, and 
chose for its title a Greek word meaning 
“glad news,” or “glad tidings." He read 
some of the quotes describing teachers 
and certain students. Ary Taylor came in 
for much praise. Just to prove that sex 
was not unknown, he quoted a couple of 
jokes from the yearbook, and showed the 
front piece, a Greek Boat with a busty 
woman on the prow. 
The basketball team went to the state 
finals in 1922, and lost their first game. 
It seems that they played the Marion 
Giants, and lost 19 to 18. There was a 
good chance to win in the last minutes. 
Herman Phillips missed a free throw, and 
another player. Tuck Stewart, had two 
chances for a basket and missed both . . . 
But the fans were not too unset. That 
was the year of the Wonder Five from 
Franklin, who won the state title three 
years in a row. It was also the year after 
the Sandusky team, who had no gym, 
not even 9 men for the team, yet won 
their games and went on later to win 
games in the State Tourney. The three 
Marlow brothers were on this year, and 
Omer Wameke, who later taught in the 
Rushville schools. Fred Marlow now lives 
in Rushville. 
The band in those days followed the 
team on the road trips. At one time, the 
band, chaperoned by its director and 
Prof. Taylor, went to Martinsville. The 
roads in those days were dirt, very wind­ 
ing, and the band arrived with only five 
m inutes of the game left . . . no time to 
save the game . . . but they did manage 
to get in one rousing march. Coming 
back, packed in tight like sardines, with, 
instruments, 
members, 
etc., 
Allen 
Churchill said, ‘‘I think I’m getting 
sick” . . . now even with a helicopter 
there was no way to get Allen out . . . so 
unfortunately, Fred Lucas, who was next 
to him, got the full benefit. The truck 
was emptied, but the odor lingered on. 
The band arrived home at 5 a.m. The 
mothers were worried . . . Prof. Taylor 
was still with them and said, “Now moth­ 
er. we all had a great trip and all had a 
good time.” . . . that is, all except Fred 
Lucas. 
Another story that he recounted was 
the story of the “jail bird band.” It seems 
that the band followed the team to Co­ 
lumbus and won! After the game, the 
band was parading and playing down 
Main Street. This was just too much for 
the loyal Columbus fans . . . so one of 
them drove his car into the band. John 
Ryan was playing the bass drum . . . so 
he reached over with his baton, hit and 
broke the windshield of a car. The whole 
band arrived in jail. Fortunately Judge 
Sparks, who had a son Bill on the team, 
and Dr. Frank Green, Sr., were along. 
Both followed the band to jail, and were 
able to talk them out of their difficulties.

It is not very flattering to the average 
educated man to be told that he cannot 
understand the things of God unless he is 
led by the Spirit of God.

His disc jockies back home 
compile and tape the programs 
which are flown to Johannes­ 
burg in neighboring South Af­ 
rica. There, locally recorded 
spot announcements are added, 
and the lot is sent to the trans­ 
mitter at Sandlane by car. 


There are no newscasts, soap 
operas, quiz shows or dramatic 
productions—not 
even 
time 
checks. 
Wodlinger’s idea of radio at 
its most exciting Is non-stop 
music. Each show is a three- 
hour “block” of virtually noth­ 
ing but tunes.

Durban in South Africa. Com­ 
petition comes almost entirely 
from several stations operated 
by the South African Broad­ 
casting Corp. (SABC). 
Bell is a DJ on several of 
Wodlinger’s

talent to fill the three-hour 
blocks here. 
Swazi Radio went on the 
air—medium and short w ave- 
early this year. 
Once Swazi Radio is on its 
feet Wodlinger plans to switch 
attention to Malawi. He has 
signed an agreement to use the 
9 p.m. to midnight segment on 
Radio Malawi for one of his 
musical blocks.

New Trial Is

The teacher, Terrance Doran, 
was 
suspended 
by 
W7estern 
Boone Community Schools Su­ 
perintendent James P. 
Fritch 
on Dec. 11, 1968, on charges of 
insubordination. 
Doran 
asked 
for 
a 
public 
hearing, which was conducted 
by the school board Jan. 13, 
1969. 
After 
the 
hearing 
the 
board voted to dismiss him as 
of Dec. 11, 1968. 
Doran 
filed 
an 
action 
in 
Boone 
Circuit Court 
Feb, 
4, 
1969. contesting the dismissal. 
The action was mcved to Mont­ 
gomery Circuit Court at Craw- 
fordsville on a change of venue. 
After a hearing, Judge How­ 
ard A. Sommer dismissed the 
suit on a motion by the school 
board attorney. 
Doran 
appealed, 
contending 
among other things that the 
school 
board 
considered 
evi­ 
dence which did not come out 
at its public hearing when it de­ 
cided to fire him. 
The Court of Appeals found 
Monday the board considered 
evidence not brought out at the 
hearing in deciding to dismiss 
Doran. 
“In our opinion, such a proce­ 
dure is necessarily unfair and 
therefore not a hearing within 
the terms and conditions of Do­ 
ran’s contract, and is so prej­ 
udicial to Doran that he did not 
receive a fair hearing,” the ap­ 
peals court wTote.

Tent Revivals 


TOPEKA, 
Kan. 
(AP) 
The 
worshippers in the old tent 
sway in time to the heavy beat 
of the gospel music. 
Some clap, others weep and 
about 20 per cent respond to 
the service by making audible, 
spontaneous noises known In 
fundamental Protestant Chris­ 
tian circles as “speaking in 
tongues.” 
It’s all part of an old-fashion­ 
ed tent revival, one of several 
held recently by the Rev. Max 
Manning, pastor of the Evangel 
Temple Full Gospel Church in 
Topeka. 
People start filling the rows 
of folding chairs around 8 p.m. 
By 7:30, the 200 chairs are 
filled and other worshippers 
are sitting in cars parked on 
the 
grounds and along the 
street. 
Two large amplifiers pick up 
music from an organ, piano, 
trumpet, tambourine and sev­ 
eral guitars. 
The gospel music, heavy with 
rock and country-western over­ 
tones, starts to loosen up the 
congregation. 
Many 
persons 
rise, lifting their hands in the 
air and saying “Thank you, 
Jesus,” or “Thank you, Lord.” 
“Full gospel people place a 
strong emphasis on the out­ 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, sal­ 
vation for the soul and healing 
for the body,” Pastor Manning 
says. 
After the 
sermon, 
an In­ 
vitation is extended to the sick, 
the troubled and those who 
have not '“received Christ” to 
come to the front of the tent for 
prayer. 
“We want them to know what 
happened to them, besides an 
emotional feeling,” the Rev. 
Manning says. “When we leave 
the tent, we want them to be 
able to stand on God’s word 
themselves.” 
Even after the benediction, 
many remain to sing and give 
their testimony to what the 
Lord has done for them. 
By 9:30 the crowds are gone 
and the tent stands empty, 
waiting for the next night of 
singing and worship.
